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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although applicant's arguments explain features 
which the examiner rejected under 35 USC 112 (e.g. the sensing unit being 11), these features are not described in the specification. For 
example, applicant argues that the sensing unit is (11), however, the specification refers to (11) as being a "differential amplifier 
arrangement". The specification does not describe the "differential amplifier arrangement" (11) as sensing a voltage corresponding to the 
voltage across the coil, but instead describes it as sampling the BEMF. Applicant argues that the integrator is (23), however the 
specification describes (23) as being an operational amplifier (see pg. 9, line 4). The specification does not refer to the "operational 
amplifier" as being an integrator. The spec, only discloses that Integration occurs by switching capacitor 21 using switches 26A and 26B, 
an opamp regulates a differential voltage to 0 and all the charge is transferred from C21 to C22 (see pg 9:3-8). However, C21, C22. and 
phase 2 are not shown in the drawings for proper understanding of how this arrangement works. Applicant argues that the cancellation 
circuit is described on pg 8: lines 2-5, however, this circuit is neither shown in the drawings or described in an enabling manner. 
Basically, due to the numerous 35 USC 112 issues, drawing errors, and antecedent basis issues with the specification, the claims are 
indefinite and unclear. 
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
